Panis, May 6.—The report of the 
special commission seat out by Bru- 
nett, liquidator of the Panama Canal 
Company, to investigate the condition 
of the canal, estimates it would cost 
485,000,000 francs to complete the 
canal on the lock system. To this 
should be added twenty per cent. for 
unforeseen expenses and twenty-nine 
per cent. for the expenses of the man- 
agement and interest. The total cost 
is fixed at 900,000,000 francs. The re- 
| port further says it would take bet ween, 
seven and eight years to complete the 
canal. The annual cost of the man- 
agement is estimated at 10,000,000 
francs. According to the estimates of 
the Commissioners, the net receipts | 
for the first three years after opening | 
wonld >e 38,000,000 francs annually, 
gradually increasing year by year un- 
til twelve years after the opening, 
When they would amount to 61,000,000 
francs.

To the Mayor and Board of Su- 
pervisors of the City and County of 
San Francisco—GenNtTLemen: If the 
time should ever come when your 
Honorable Board shall seriously con- 
sider any such proposition as that of 
taking the waters of Lake Tahoe into 
your city, this Board would ask the 
privilege of being heard upon the sub- 
ject. 

Any one who pretends that he has 
the right to make such use of the 
waters of Lake Tahoe, or of any part 
of them, attempts to deceive. There 
is only one way to obtain a right to 
water; it must be taken possession of 
and used. If the filing of a paper 
claim in the office of a county recorder 
gives ownership, then the law books 
must be re-written. 

No man can show where there has 


quiring the right to Lake Tahoe. Not 
a drop of water has been diverted 
from the natural channel, and no work 
done towards it; on the other hand, it 
has all been absorbed by expensive 
operations on the line of the Truckee 
river which began in 1860 and 1861, 
and those engaged in them have ever 
since been in constant use and posses- 
sion of it. Farming upon a large scale 
has been absorbing more and more of 
the stream, until now there is never a 
surplus during the irrigating season, 
and mauy times there has been a de- 
ficiency, 

We send with this a map showing 


canals fed by it, covering fifty thou- 
ganad acres of land. Flouring mills, 
smelting and reduction works, electric 
light plant and water works at Reno; 
immense saw mills, a furniture fac- 
tory, box factory, water and electric 
light works, railroad water tanks, etc.,

The 
railroad draws upon the supply for its 
locomotives, shops, etc., along the 
line; the United States Indian Reser- 
vation for the Piute tribe uses the 
stream, and the Government will 
bardly consent to its being diminished. 
The town of Reno with 6,000 people, 
Wadsworth, Verdi, Truckee and 
smaller villages have been built up b 
farming and other industries ye Ae 
ing directly upon the water supply, 
arid any one Who wants to take it nust 
settle with them. In fact, any one of 


‘these interests would bitterly oppose 


such a thing, and the result would be 
long and expensive litigation. Like 
any other brave people, we would de- 
fend our homes, and tlie loss or even 
partial loss of the river means ruin to 
all Washoe county, Nevada, and the 
eastern half of Nevada county, Califor- 
nia. The pretension that water can be 
saved to supply an additional demand 
is ass weak as the rest of the propusi- 
tion. 

For twenty gears the water has been 
stored in Lake Tahoe by a dam six 
feet high,,and drawn off as needed for 
the uses sfioken of above. No water 
has been diverted, and there has still 
been a scarcity. 

Last yéar for nionths not one drop 
of | water ran over the outlet 
Lake Tahoe. The lake receded, so 
that the bottom of the river was high 
and dry. The water line was over a 
hundred feet back from the sills of the 


ie. « 
The capacity of Lake Tahoe as a wa- 
ter starage reservoir has been greatly 
over ostihted: by ignorant pretenders. 
The lake has 122,582.54 acres, or 19144 
miles of water surface, including Em- 
| Lake. Outside 
of the water, the catchment basin has 
200 square miles. There are not suffi- 
cient water falls in this basin to raise 
the luke thirty inches on an average. 

Up to May ist, with all the storms 
of last winter and the gates all closed, 
it tose only thirty-one inches, and it 
is the opinion of D. L. Bliss of the 
Tahoe Laumoer Company and other 
well-informed persons that it will not 
fill to the point of overflow over the 
dam at the outlet, which is six feet 
above low-water mark, although this 
season’s fall of snow was the heaviest 
in history. The direct downfall al- 
ways raises the lake more than the 
tribu fall. For instance, the great 
storm 


ran in off the bills, from the same 
storm only raised it six inches. 

Lake Tahoe is a navigable body of 
water. Its shore-line is established, 
and the ownership is in the United 
States.

Resolved, That we, the citizens’ of 
Washoe county, State of Nevada, have 
through the water-way of the Truckee 
river the natural drainage of Lake 
Tahoe; and that for twenty years we 
have appropriated and applied jts 
waters to beneficial uses; and that the 
laws and usages of the civilized world 
guarantee the continued use of those 
waters to us, and we will stand on opr 
rights. 

Resolved, That a committee from 
the Board of Supervisors of San Frap- 
cisco be, and hereby are, most cer- 
dially invited to come to Reno, Ne¥., 
and thoroughly investigate the subjert 
before taking any action. 4
